on December 14, 1898, provides as follows 
“ Ai Liclc-1 

Ihc High Contracling Pottic*,- engage to deliver up to each 
oilier those persons who, being accused or convicted of a 
crime oi’ otfence committed in the territory of the one Party, 
shall be found uithiii the Icrritor^^ of the other Party, under 
ihe circumstances and conditions staled in the present Treaty, 

II- The crimes or oil cnees for which the extradition is to 
be gi'antcd are the Jollowing ; 

1. Murder, including infonticidc, or attempt, or Cons¬ 
piracy to murder, including such crimes when 
directed against the Sovereign, his heir, or any 
other pci'son uhomMicver, provided that the crime 
is not of a poliiical character, 

2. Mandunghlcr, including the manslaughter of a 
child 

3. Assault occ;i''io(vng uclnal bodily harm. 

4 Maliciously noundiiig or infliciing grievous bodily 
harm, 

5 f (iiinFcrlcitiiig or alleiing money, or utterinjf 
coulcrfcit or altered money. 

b 1-ojgcrv, coiiiucilciling. nr altering, or uttering what 
is forged cOLinterfcifeJ, or altered. 

7 l-mhc//lcmcnt ; JVaiiJ by a bailee, banker, agent, 

( icjor. (lustec, or director or member or public 
I’fliccr ol an\' (.tnnpnny, made criminal by any law 
lor (he time being in force; or larceny. 
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8* Malacious injury to property if the offence be indi- 
ctable, 

9 . Obtaining money, goods, or valuable securities bv 
fal^e prc;encescs, 

JO Crimes against bankruptcy law* 

11. Perjury, or subornation of perjury. 

12. Rape. 

13. Carnal knowiedge, or any attempt to have camal 
knowledge, of a girl under 16 years of age 

14. Indecent assault. 

15. Administering drugs, or using instruments with 
intent to procure the miscarriage of a woman. 

16. Abduction. 

17. Child stealing* 

18. Kidnapping of mmol's and Iheii’ false imprisonment 

19. Burglary or housebreaking. 

20. Arson. , . 

21. Robbery with violence 

22. Any malicious act done with intent to endanger thp 
safety of a railway traiu. 

23. Threats by letter or otherwise, with intent to exloil. 

24. Piracy by law of nations. 

25. Sinking or destroying a vessel at sea, or attempting 
to do so. 

26. Assaults on board a ship on the high seas, with 
intent to destroy life or do grievous bodily harm. 

27. Revolt by two or more persons on board ship ou 
the high seas against the authority of the master, 

28. Dealing in slaves in such a manner ns to constitute 
a criminal offence against the laws of both States 

Extradition is also to be granled for pan/cipation in any 
of the aforesaid crimes, provided such participation be uu 
extradition crime by the laws of the State applied to. 

In the foregoing cases extradition shall take place only 
when the crime, if comm hied within the jurisdiction of the 
country on which the claim for surrender is made, would 
constitute an extradition crime by the laws of that country. 

Hxtradilion may also be granted, at the discretion cf the 
State applied to, in respect of any other crime for which, 
according to the laws of both the Contracting Pai ties for the 
lime being in force, the gianl can be made. 

III. Either Government mny. In its absolute discretion, 
refuse to surrender its owm subjects to the other Government. 

IV. The extradition shall not take place if the person 
claimed on the part of the British Government, or the person 
claimed on the part of rhe Nctherland Government, has 
already .been tried and clischaiped or punished, or is actually 
upon his trial, within the territory of the other of the two 
High Contracting Parlies, foi the crime for which bis 
c\lr;ulition is demanded. 

If the person claimed on the part of the British Govcrn- 
mf'nt, or if the person claimed on the part of the Net her (and 
Government, should be under examination,, or is undergomg 
sentence under a conviction, for any other crime within The 
lerriloHes of the two High Contracting Parties rcspecljvelv, 
ids extradition ^hnll be dcfcried until after he has been dis¬ 
charged, whether hy acquittal, or on expiration of his sentence 
or otherwise. 

V The extradition shall not take place if, subsequently to 
the commission of the crime, or the institution of the penal 
prosecution, or ihe conviction thereon, exemption from prose- 
CKtion or pimishmcnt has been acquired hy lapse of time, 
.nccordmc to Mic laws of the Stale applied to. 

A fugitive criminal shall not he surrendered if The 
ofTence in icspect of w^hich his surrender is demanded in 
one of a political character or if he prove that the requisi- 


lion ior ]us surrender has, iji fact, been made with a view 
to try or punish him for lin oilence of a political character. 

VlL A pci son sLirrenucrcd may in no case be kept in 
prison, oi be brougln lu tiial ui the State to which the 
surrender has been luaUe, for any other crime or on occOunt 
oi any oLher iiMticrs than those for which the extradition 
sliill ha\'o taken place, until he has been restored or had an 
oppoi’i unity during one month of returning to the State by 
which he has been surrendered. 

This stipulation docs not appl> to Ci’inies committed after 
the cxlrudilion, 

Vlir. The I'equisilion for cxtrrditiuii shall be made through 
the Diplomatic Agents of the High Contracting Partic:> res^ 
nectively. 

The leqiiisition for the e.xtradition of an accused pcri^on 
mii^t be accompanied by a warrant of arrest issued by the 
compete'It authority of the State requiring the extraciilion, 
ijjij hy such evidence as, according to the laws of the place 
wht'.e ihc accused is found, would justify his arrest if the 
crime liad been committed there. 

1£ the icquisiUtin relates to a person already convicted, it 
must be accompanied by the sentence of condemnation passed 
against tlic convicted person by the competent Court of the 
State that makes the icquisUion for extradition. 

A sentence passed in ctaUnmaciam is not to be deemed a 
con\icUon, but n person so sentenced may be dealt with as 
an accused person. 

IX. If llic requisition for e\tnadition be in accordance 
with the foregoing slipuhilions, the competent authontjes of 
tlie vStatc applied to shall piorced to the arrest of the fugitive. 

X. Pending the jn’esentation of the demand for extradition 
through the Diplomatic channel, a fugitive criminal may be 
apprehended under a wornint is-sued by any Police Magisirate. 
Justice of the Pence, or other competent authority in either 
coLinhy, on such informulion or complaint and such evidence 
or after such proceedings as would, in the opinion of the 
authority issuing the w^iuTiuit. justify the issue of a warrant 
if the crime had been committed or the person convicted in 
tliat part of the df)m]'nions of the two Contracting Parlies 
in which ttic Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, or other com- 
petent nuihorlty exercises jurisdiction ; Provided however, 
tbnf in the United KinydMin Ihe accused shall, in such case, 
be sent as speedily is jrovsiblc before a Magisf)‘atc. }Tc 
shall, in accordance w'ith this Article, be discharged, ns well 

m the Netherlands as In the United Kingdom, if W'ithin the 
term of tv\en(v days a requisition for extradition shall not 
liavc‘ been made I^v the Diplomatic Agent of the demanding 
country in accoukmce with the stipulations of this Treaty. 
Tlic ^ame rule diall i\pp\v to the cases of persons accuVd 
”r convicted of anv nf the crimes or offences snccified in 
ihis 4Ve:Uy and commillcd on the hiizh seas on board anV 
vessel of citficr co'mfi'y wdiich may come into a port of the 
oMtct. 

XT. If the fiudiive bn\'r b^^en arrested in ihe British domi¬ 
nions. hf- shall forlhwilli be hi ought before a compcterit 
Aragistr.ate* who ’s to examine him, and to conduct the prelb 
n.innrv in\rs-qgation of the case, iusf as If the anprehcn-Sion 
had taken place for a ciime a'lmmiUcd in the British 
dominions. 

In the cxamlnotions which they have to make in accordance 

hh the foveromtj stipuhnions, the authorities of 'he British 
dommion^ shrill admit as valid evidence depositions or state- 
menN on oath or the at'i’malions of w'itnesses takcir the 

Netherlands, (jr Ci'inies thereof, and likewbr the warrants nnd 
^^entences i^Mied d'crcin and I’l'itUicutcs of, or indicia) docu¬ 
ments ctatinu ^hc of. a conviction, provided the same arc 
aufbenticided ns follows ^ 

1 A warrant must purpoit to he sDned by a Judge, 
Magistrate, or c^fTicer of the Netherlands. 

?. DrnosTt’ons or afhrtn.ttions, or die copies thereof, 
must piirpovt to be certified under the hand of a 
Judge, Magistrate, or olliccr of the Nethc’dmuls, to 
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be the original drpositions or aflirmalions, or to 
be the true copies thercol, as the case may require. 

3 . A ccriifica'e o[, or jiidicial document stating the 
I’act of, a con V Id ion niu.st put port to be certified by 
a Judge, tvlag "(lato, or olficcr of the Netherlands. 

4. In every case such variant, deposition, aflirmatlon, 
copy, cerlilicAiie, oi jiui*cial Oocumciit imut be 
autiienlicatcd either by the oath of some witness, 
or by being scaled with the official seal of the 
(Vlitiiaier of jLisiicc, or some other Minister of State 
of the Notherlamla ; bul any other mode of authenti¬ 
cation for the time being permitted by the law in 
ihut part of the British dominions where the exami¬ 
nation IS itiken may be substituted for the foregoing. 

Xll. 51 the fugitive Inne been niTesied in the doonmions 
of tilt Netherlands, the oJficer of justice shall piclcr a 
requisin’on within three days after the arrest, or, if the arrest 
ha\e not taken place, or if it have taken place prior to the 
appliciuion tor cxlradirion, then within three days after the 
iCLcipt of aullioriJy for diat purpose Irom the Netherland 
tjO’i eminent m order that the person claimed may be interro¬ 
gated by the C'ourt, and that it may express its opinion as 
to the grant or icfusal of extradition. 

\Vlithin fourteen days after the interrogatory the Court shall 
forward its opinion and its decision, with the papers in the 
case, to the Minister of Justice. 

The extradition shall opiy be granted on the production, 
cither In original or in authenticated copy— 

1, Of a conviction ; or 

2. (a) Of a varront of arrest ^which, by the law of 
the Briiish dominions, i.s the only document which 
is granted when if is adjudged upon evidence taken 
on oatli that the accused ought to be taken into 
ciiNtodyJ, issued in the form prescribed by British 
Law, and indicat/Dc the offence in question suffi¬ 
ciently to enable the Netherland Government to 
decide whether it constitutes, in contemplation of 
Netherland t,aw, n case provided foi’ by the present 
Treaty. and 

(b) Of the evidence. 

In the o-juiiinations which they have to make in accordance 
w'ilh th? foregoing Efipulations, the authorities of the Nethcr- 
land dominions shall admit us valid evidence depositions or 
s'fitemcnti; on oiath, or the affirmations of witnesses taken in 
the British dominion;:, or copies thereof, and likewise the 
warrants and sentences issued therein, and certificates of, or 
judicial documents slating the fact of, a conviction, provided 
the same are aiPhcnticated as follows — 

1. A warrant must purport to he signed by a Judge. 
MagiNliate, or officer of the British dominions. 

2. Depositions or aliirmations, or the copies thereof, 
must purport to be certified under the hand of a 
Judge, Magistrate, or officer of the British domi¬ 
nions, to be the original depositions or affirmations, 
or to be true copies thereof, as the case may require. 

3. A certificate of, or judicial document stating the 
fact of, a conviction, must purport U> be certified 
by a Judge, Magistrate, or officer of the British 
dominions. 

4. Jn every case such w'orrant, deposition, affirmation, 
copy, cerlificatc, or judicial document must be 
uuthcnlicijied either by the oath of some witness, 
or by being tcaled with the official seal of one of 
the Brjncipal vSccrclaries of State, or some oihnr 
Minister of Stale of the British dominions; but any 
other mode of authentication for the time being 
permitted by law in that part of the dominions of 
the Netherlands where the examination is taken mav 
be substituted for the foregoing. 

XTIT. The extradition shrill not take place unless the evi¬ 
dence be found sufficient, according to the laws of the Stele 


appl.ed to, cither to justify the committal of the prisoner for 
trial, if the crime had been committed in the territory of the 
said Stale, or to prove tliut the prisoner is the identical 
j:or:ion convicted by the Courts of the State which makes 
Uie lequisitLon, and that tlie crime of which ho has been 
convicted is one in rcspect of which extradition could, at the 
time of such conviction, have been granted by the State 
applied to. The fugitive criminal shuli not be surrendered until 
the expiration of fifteen days from the date of iiis bcinfi 
committed to prison to await his surrender. 

XIV. If the individual claimed by one of the two High 
ContracLiiig Parties in pursunneo of the present Treaty should 
he also claimed by one or several other Powers on account 
of other crimes or olFcnces committed upon their respective 
terruories, his extradilion shall be gixinted to that State whose 
demand is cailiest in date, 

XV. All articles seized which were in the possession of the 
person to be suirendered, at the lime of his apprehension, 
shall, if the compcient authority of the State applied to for 
the oxi radii ion has ordered the delivery thereof, be given up 
when the extradition takes place, and the said delivery shall 
extend not merely to die stolen articles, but to evervtbinlt 
that may serve as n pi oof of the crime. 

XVJ. The lespective Goveinments mutually renounce all 
claim foi' the repayment of expenses incurred by them in tiie 
arrest and maintenance and transport of the person to be 
sunendered, and all other expenses which may be incurred 
v^'iihin the limits of their respective territories until the person 
to be surrendered is placed on board ship, together with the 
expenses of giving up and returning all seized articles and 
of sending and leturning the papers containing proof of the 
crime or other document and they reciprocally agree to bear 
all sMch expenses themselves. 

The above stipulations, how^evcf, shall not apply to extradi¬ 
tion to and from Canada, os regards which Colony all the 
expen-^es shall be borne by the demanding State. 

The person to be extradited shall be sent to the port which 
the Diplomatic or Consular Agent of the demanding State 
shall indicate. 

XVlJ. If in any ciiminnl matter pending in any Court or 
^Tribunal of one of the two countries it is thought desu'able 
10 lake The evidence of any w'itncss in the other, such evidence 
may be taken by the judicial aiithorilics in accordance with 
the laws iu force on this subject in the Country where the 
wilnc-^s may be ; and any expenses incurred in taking such 
O', itience shtdl be defrayed by the coiintiy in which it is 
taken, 

XVJIb The stipulations of the present Treaty shall apply 
to the Colonies and foreign possessions of the two High 
Contracting Parties, but being based upon the legislation of 
the mother country, shall only be observed on either side 
so far as they may he compabble with the laws in forca in 
those Colonies or possessions. 

The demand for the extradition of an offender who ha^ 
taken refngc in a Colony or foreign possession of cither 
CoiiTacting Party may also he madp directly to the Governor 
or principal functionary of that Colony or possession by the 
Governor or principal functionary of a Colony or .possession 
fff the other Contracting Party when the two Colonies or 
foreign possessions arc sitv»atcd in Asia, Australia (including 
New Zealand and Tasmania), the Pacific and Indian Oceans, 

. or South or East Africa. 

The same rule shall bo folji^wed if the two Colonies or 
foicign possession are situoled in America (including the West 
India Islands), The said Govcinors or principal fimctionnn'cn 
shall have the puwer cither ol granting the extradition or of 
rerctriiig llie questiem to thtir Government, 

In all other cases, the demand for extradition shall be made 
through the diplofnolle channel. 

The period of proxi^irmnl arrest provided for in Article X 
'“hall fur Ihc purposes of tjiis Article he extended lo sixty 
days. 
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XfX. I K>ni Uic tkiy wlicii Llic ijrciiCJiL lieiUy [shaJi cunic 
jiilo TorcT (Jl^r ijLNJiy ot JL\(iiidifioii lu'tvvL'cn llic Ivvo coMiitriea 
oi Ihc I'Mh lunc, lh7‘> ishnil ccaMi lo eilocl; bul iHl* 

pi^ L-ni Ireaiy .shall apply lo ull ciirncs within the I rcaty,

W. The picicnt "I’lcaty slijli oe ratilied, anil the ratihcLi- 
lions ^’liall he cxcliari^ed as n on as possible, 

rhe Tiealy sIthII come iiihi toi'ce three months af^er llie 
cxchanj^e ot’ the iatiliaition'^. It may be terminated by either 
of the H'fih Contracting Parties at any time on giving to the 
olhcJ six months notice of its intention to do so. 
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111 wi;in“i '5 wlieicof tlic ic:;pectnc P^aiiipotcntiarics have 
si:;ncd ilit same, and hLive adixeJ ttiL-icio the seial of ihcir 
.[i njs.

Now. Ihcrcfoic, in exercise ot itie powers conferred by 
sMb'Scciioii (I) (if section 3 of ihe Extradition Act, 1962 
1 34 ji 19()2), the CeiiLral Government hereby directs Unit the 
provisions ol the said Act, other than Chapter 111, shall apply 
to Netherlands on and from the date or piibliction of this 
order,
